Report  of  Superintendent  of  Schools 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Vinalhaven  : 

With  the  completion  of  another  year  it  becomes  my  duty 
to  submit  the  following  report  : 

At  the  close  of  the  year  it  is  an  easy  matter  to  look  back 
and  see  where  conditions  might  have  been  improved  upon,  but 
as  there  are  always  difficult  questions  arising  from  one  source 
or  another  in  school  affairs  it  is  not  always  possible  to  avoid 
mistakes,  however  as  a  whole  the  schools  are  doing  good  hon- 
est work  and  will  compare  favorable  with  previous  years. 

There  have  been  several  changes  in  our  corps  of  teachers 
during  the  year,  and  this  has  been  more  or  less  injurious  to 
the  best  progress  of  our  schools. 

The  most  difficult  problem  that  confront  those  who  are 
responsible  for  the  administration  of  the  public  schools  is  the 
employing  of  teachers. 

The  demand  made  by  other  states  for  Maine  teachers  is 
increasing  each  year,  and  of  the  total  number  of  graduates 
from  Maine  Normal  Schools  engaged  in  teaching  only  23  per 
cent  of  them  are  teaching  in  this  State,  and  the  reason  is  that 
other  states  are  willing  to  pay  more  for  their  services,  and 
even  in  this  State  there  are  plenty  of  towns  looking  for  just 
such  teachers  as  we  are  and  being  able  to  pay  a  higher  salary 
than  we  can,  the  result  is  we  cannot  obtain  them. 

The  cost  of  fuel  has  gradually  increased  for  the  past  few 
years,  and  considering  these  conditions  the  school  committee 
have  decided  that  the  appropriation  for  schools  should  be  in- 
creased at  least  five  hundred  dollars,  which  is  actually  needed 
to  run  the  schools  thirty  weeks.

13,360  books  and  700  magazines,  a  total  of  14,060  were 
taken  from  the  library  the  past  year,  a  slight  decrease  from 
the  year  previous.  The  greatest  number  taken  in  any  one  day 
was  238,  February  24,  1906,  230  being  returned  the  same  day. 
In  this  connection  we  repeat  what  we  said  in  report  of  year 
1906. 

This  is  not  a  large  circulation  when  compared  with  that  of 
the  public  libraries  of  our  cities  and  large  towns,  but  there  are 
few,  if  any,  towns  regardless  of  the  number  of  inhabitants, 
where  the  public  library  is  patronized  to  the  extent  that  it  is 
at  Vinalhaven.  The  impression  prevails  among  some  people 
that  the  purpose  of  public  libraries  is  simply  to  furnish  some- 
thing to  read,  and  if  they  cannot  obtain  at  first  call,  the  latest 
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sensation  in  the  world  of  fiction,  they  immediately  come  to  the 
conclusion  that  the  library  is  not  up  to  date,  and  that  it  is  out 
of  touch  with  a  progressive  civilization.  Public  libraries  to  a 
great  extent  cater  to  the  wants  of  their  patrons,  but  in  too 
many  instances  the  desire  to  meet  the  wants  of  the  people  for 
simply  "something  to  read,"  is  carried  to  an  extreme,  the  re- 
sult of  which  is  the  undoing  of  the  real  purposes,  for  which 
libraries  are  established.  We  take  a  pride  in  the  fact  that  our 
library  is  patronized  to  such  a  great  extent,  but  there  are  other 
considerations  that  should  not  be  overlooked.  The  tree  that 
bears  fruit  is  not  valued  so  much  by  the  quantity  that  it  brings 
forth,  as  by  the  quality,  Communities  are  not  judged  so  much 
by  the  density  of  population  as  by  the  intelligence  of  the  peo- 
ple and  in  the  same  sense  our  libraries  should  be  judged. 
The  public  library  is  a  public  institution,  supported  by  the 
public  and  the  claim  is  made  that  it  should  cater  exclusively 
to  the  wants  of  its  patrons,  but  if  this  same  reasoning  was  ap- 
plied to  our  public  schools,  it  is  safe  to  predict  that  the  call 
for  arithmetics,  grammars,  geographies  or  other  school  books, 
by  the  scholars,  would  not  increase  the  circulation  to  any  great 
extent.  Libraries  the  same  as  schools  should  be  visited  for 
profit,  instead  of  pleasure,  and  when  this  is  done  the  circula- 
tion of  the  library  may  not  be  so  large  but  it  will  bring  far 
better  results. 

During  the  past  year  195  new  books  were  purchased,  95 
have  been  discarded.  The  total  number  of  books  in  the 
library  being  3,650.

It  will  thus  be  seen  that  the  appropriation  has  been  over- 
drawn $220.63,  but  m  making  estimates  for  the  year  we  can 
only  count  on  what  might  be  the  ordinary  expenses  of  the  de- 
partment and  equipment  to  be  purchased,  and  so  if  the  late 
disastrous  fire  had  not  occurred,  the  expenditure  would  have 
been  considerable  under  the  amount  raised. 

All  of  the  apparatus  (except  some  of  the  hose)  are  in 
good  condition.  During  the  year  we  have  added  to  our  fire 
alarm  system  telephone  connections  with  engine  house,  resi- 
dence of  engineer  of  steamer  and  engine  room  of  Glue  Factory.

Early  on  the  morning  of  Jan.  12,  fire  caught  in  C.  B. 
Smith's  store  on  Main  street,  and  was  well  under  way  when  dis- 
covered. The  building  and  contents  were  totally  destroyed 
the  adjoining  building  owned  by  Mrs.  S.  T.  Pease  very  badly 
damaged,  and  the  Sawin-Vinal  building,  engine  house  and  Odd 
Fellows  block  were  more  or  less  damaged.  The  stock  in  trade 
of  the  occupants  of  the  buildings  (aside  from  Mr.  Smith's) 
were  also  affected  by  the  fire.  The  total  loss  is  estimated  at 
$7,600.  The  work  of  the  department  on  this  occasion  un- 
doubtedly prevented  the  loss  of  a  large  amount  of  property. 
During  the  year  the  department  also  responded  to  calls  at  two 
forest  fires  and  a  small  fire  at  Sands  quarry. 

For  the  ensuing  year  we  recommend  an  appropriation  of 
$750.  This  amount  we  believe  will  suffice  to  purchase  200 
feet  of  new  hose,  paint  the  engine  house,  which  was  badly 
scorched  by  the  late  fire,  and  pay  the  ordinary  running  ex- 
penses of  the  department.
